TRADE MARKS IN CHINA. 


Information has been received by the Board of Trade to the 
effect that owners of trade marks can deposit the marks of which 
they claim to be proprietors in China. No regulations as to 
registration of marks are as yet in force in China, and the Board 
of Trade are not aware that the deposit of marks at the present 
time confers any legal status or right. It can, however, do no 
harm, and seeing that deposits are being noted by the authorities 
and can be made without fee, it is for owners of trade marks to 
consider whether their interests in China are of sufficient monient 
to make it worth their while to make such deposits. It is believed 
that applications for the deposit of marks can be made to the 
Commissioners of Customs at Tientsin, Shanghai, and Canton. 
The Board also understand that marks when deposited are being 
numbered and filed, and that they are open to inspection. 





FOREIGN TRADE OF THE UNITED KINGDOM IN 
DECEMBER, 1906.* 
I.—GENERAL. 

The trade returns for December, 1906, when compared with those 
for the corresponding month of 1905, show increases in the value 
of the Imports into the United Kingdom, in the value of the 
Exports of British produce, and in the value of the Exports of 


Foreign and Colonial merchandise. 

The value of the Imports in December, 1906, was 54,673,9821., 
an increase of 1,553,496/., or 2°9 per cent., as compared with 
December, 1905, whilst the total Exports amounted to 39,155,2471., 
an increase of 3,409,944/. The Exports of British produce show 
an increase of 2,706,9811., or 9°6 per cent., as compared with 
December, 1905, whilst there is an increase of 652,963/., or 9:2 
per cent. in the Exports of Foreign and Colonial merchandise. 


II.—IMPORTS. 
The following table shows the value of the Imports for December, 
1906, as compared with the corresponding months of 1905 and 
1904, according to the different categories of merchandise :—

The Commonwealth Government have decided that for the pur- 
poses of the Commerce Act and Regulations, the certificates (in 
specified form) as to the origin of brandy or cognac produced in 
France may be accepted as sufficient evidence that the spirit certi- 
fied to is the produce of Lapis grape wine only, and that it may be 
described as ** brandy ” or “ cognac.”

For the purpose of the Commerce Act, jewellery, it is stated, 
‘“‘may be taken to comprise articles which, apart from their practical 
utility, possess a further value, either primarily or secondarily, for 
ornament, whether wholly or partly composed of precious metal or 
stones or of imitations thereof.” 

It is further stated, however, that this definition is not to he 
regarded as excluding from the term ‘ jewellery ” articles which may 
not be composed of the materials mentioned, since it 1s quite pos- 
sible that some articles, which are undoubtedly classifiable as 
‘jewellery ”’ may be made of entirely different materials.

(over 2 cwt.), chaff cutters (9 in. mouth and over), self-bagging 
chaff cutters, and seed cleaners.

TRANSVAAL. 


The “Transvaal Government Gazette” for 16th November last 
contains a Government Notice (No. 1,161 of 
1906) laying down regulations for the importa- 
tion of spirits, the produce of the vine, into 
the Transvaal.

PORTUGAL-SWITZERLAND.

By this Law the 
Portuguese Government is authorised to declare on the exchange 
of ratifications that— 

1. The Customs régime established by the 2nd paragraph of 
Article 3 of the Convention shall be applied only to wines, of 
which the normal alcoholic strength exceeds 15 degrees” ; 

2. The stipulation of Article 6 of the Convention (most-favoured- 
nation treatment in Switzerland for products of the Portuguese 
Colonies re-exported from Portugal to Switzerland) shall be with- 
out effect should Swiss products be subjected in Portuguese 
Colonies to any differential duty as compared with similar pro- 
ducts of a third country. 


* This refers to the admission into Switzerland of certain specified wines of 
Portuguese origin (provided that their alcoholic strength does not exceed 
18 degrees) at the “conventional” rates of 8 frs. and 25 frs. per 100 kilogs. for 
wine in casks and in bottles respectively.

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AFRICA. 


The following International Convention respecting liquors in 
New African Africa, which was signed on 3rd November 
Liquor Traffic last by the Plentpotentiaries of Germany, Bel- 
q gium, Spain, the Congo State, France, the 
Convention. United Kingdom, Italy, , the Netherlands, Por- 
tugal, Russia, and Sweden, ansombled in Conference at Brussels, 
has recently been published as a Parliamentary Paper [Cd. 
3,264; price ]d.]:— 


Article I.—From the coming into force of the present Conven- 
tion, the import duty on spirituous liquors shall be raised, 
throughout the zone where there does not exist the system of total 
prohibition provided by Article XCI. of the General Act of 
Brussels, to the rate of 100 frs. the hectolitre at 50 degrees 
centigrade. 

It is understood, however, as far as Irythraa is concerned, that 
this duty may be at the rate of 70 frs. only the hectolitre at 50 
degrees centigrade, the surplus being represented in a general and 
permanent manner by the total of the other duties of that Colony. 

The import duty shall be augmented proportionally for each 
degree above 50 degrees centigrade. It may be diminished 
proportionally for each degree below 50 degrees centigrade. 

The Powers retain the right of maintaining and increasing the 
duty beyond the minimum fixed by the present Article in the 
regions in which they now possess that right. 


Article IJ.—In accordance with Article XCIII. of the General 
Act of Brussels, distilled drinks made in the districts mentioned 
in Article XCII. of the said General Act, and intended for 
consumption, shall pay an excise duty. 

This excise duty, the collection of which the Powers undertake 
to ensure as far as is possible, sball not be lower than the 
minimum import duty fixed by Article I. of the present 
Convention. 

It is understood, however, as far as Angola is concerned, that 
the Portuguese Government shall be able, with a view to effecting 
the gradual and complete transformation of the distilleries into 
sugar factories, to deduct from the money raised by the duty of 
100 frs. a sum of 30 frs., which shall be given to the producers on 
condition that they effect such transformation under Government 
control. 

If the Portuguese Government make use of this facility, the 
number of distilleries working, and the capacity for production of 
each one of them must not exceed the number and capacity 
certified on the 3lst October, 1906. 


Article I11.—The provisions of the present Convention are to 
hold good for a period of ten years. 
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At the end of this period, the import duty fixed in Article I. 
shall be submitted to revision, taking as a basis the results pro- 
duced by the preceding rate. 

Each of the Contracting Powers shall, however, have the option 
of calling for such revision at the end of the eighth year. 

Such Powers as shall make use of this option must notify their 
intention six months before the date of expiry to the other Powers 
through the intermediary of the Belgian Government, who shall 
undertake to convoke the Conference within the six months above 
mentioned. 

Article 1V.—It is understood that the Powers who signed the 
General Act of Brussels or who have acceded to it, and who are 
not represented at the present Conference, preserve the right of 
acceding to the present Convention. 

Article V.—The present Convention shall be ratified, and the 
ratifications shall be deposited at the Ministry for Foreign Affairs 
at Brussels within the shortest possible period, and such period 
shall not in any case exceed one year. 

A certified copy of the procés-verbal of deposit shall be addressed 
by the Belgian Government to all the Powers interested. 

Article VI.—The present Convention shall come into force in 
all the possessions of the Contracting Powers situated in the zone 
defined by Article XC. of the General Act of Brussels on the 50th 
day after the date of the termination of the procés-verbal of deposit 
mentioned in the preceding article. 

From that date the Convention regulating the question of 
spirituous liquors in Africa, signed at Brussels on the 8th June, 

1899, shall cease to have effect.

The British Vice-Consul at Nantes (Mr. A. Trillot) has forwarded 
a copy of the revised regulations for the 
transport and handling of petroleum, explosives, 
Explosives in and other combustible materials on vessels 
the River Loire frequenting the river Loire. Any vessel carrying 

‘such cargo must now anchor opposite that part 
of the right bank of the Loire situated between two points 300 
metres and 800 metres, respectively, below point Roche Maurice, 
the exact spot being indicated by the Nantes port officers, and 
loading or unloading operations by lighters must only take place 
within the said limits. At times of high water, when the river 
bank is submerged below Roche Maurice, vessels carrying 
dangerous material will have exceptional authority to anchor, load 
and unload above Roche Maurice between that point and the 
factories. Vessels with dangerous cargo exceeding 15,000 litres 
will be isolated, at their own expense, by a floating dock, which 
must be placed in position, at the spot indicated for anchorage, 
before the arrival of the vessel. Three months is allowed from 
the date of this decree (17th November, 1906) for the construction 
of these isolating docks.

RUSSIA. 


The following particulars of the manganese ore deposits of Southern 

Russia are taken from a report by the French 

Manganese Ore Consul at Kharkoff (M. Rabut) published in the 

eposits of “ Moni Officiel du C fee 

Sentienes :ehin oniteur Officiel du Commerce ” (Paris) : 

The two chief centres of the production of 

manganese ore in Southern Russia are found in the district of 

Charopanski, in the Caucasus, whence about 21,000,000 pouds 

were obtained in 1905, and the district of Nikopol, in the Donetz 

region, which produced about 10,000,000 pouds in 1905. 
The ore found in the Charopanski district i is of very good quality, 
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the normal yield being about 50 per cent. of manganese. The 
deposits are not worked by large mining companies, but exclusively 
by proprietors of small lots. The ore is carted to Tchiatoura and 
Charspan, and thence transported by rail to Batoum and Poti, 
where the principal dealers and exporters are established. In 1905 
the average price of manganese ore at Poti was 20 kopecks per 
poud, the freight from thence to British ports being 10 kopecks 
per poud. 

The manganese deposits of the Nikopol district being situated 
near the Dnieper, transport is usually effected by small vessels as 
far as Kherson and Nicolaieff, the chief exporting centres: ore 
destined for the Silesian foundries is, however, sent by rail. The 
manganese in this district is obtained chiefly from four mines, two 
being situated near Basalouksi, one near Marganetz, and one near 
Nikopol. Concessions have recently been granted to some French 
and German capitalists, and in the course of 1907 two or three 
fresh mines will be worked. The ore exported by rail from the 
Nikopol district is sold by the mine owners to the Silesian foun- 
dries without any intermediary. As regards sea exports, sales are 
effected by means of commission agents established at Kherson and 
Nicolaieff. 

The manganese ores of Southern Russia find a ready sale, nearly 
the whole of the production being secured by contract for native 
or foreign foundries for several years in advance.

The following memorandum (dated 21st December, 1906) on the 
iron trade in the United States, has been 

Iron Trade. received from the British Commercial Agent 

(Mr. E. Seymour Bell) :— 

‘It is reported that orders for upwards of 2,000,000 tons of steel 
rails have already been booked in the United States for delivery 
over 1907. It has been estimated that the present capacity of the 
rail mills of the country is about 3,600,000 tons, and that there is 
little likelihood of this being added to to any great extent during 
1907. It is considered probable, therefore, that prices will be 
advanced early in the year. 

‘Consumers are now pretty well supplied with what pig-iron 
they require during. the first three months of 1907, and manufac- 
turers have their order books full for the same period, so there is 
not likely to be much change in prices of pig-iron. There are 
large enquiries, however, for “delivery after the first three months, 
more especially during the latter half of the year. 

‘‘ Sheet and tinplate mills continue unusually active for the time 
of year. Many mills are, as a rule, closed at this season, but plants 
are being operated to their fullest extent. Sales are now being 
made through the second and into the third quarter of 1907, 
and while the production is greater than ever, stocks are not 
increasing. ”

With reference to the notice on p. 623 of the ‘“ Board of Trade 
State Sale of Journal” of 27th September last, the following 
de> articulars of the State sale of spirits in Russia 
mpeette. in 1905, have been forwarded by the British 
Commercial Agent there (Mr. H. Cooke) :— 

In 1905 the State sale of spirits was in operation in 65 govern- 
ments and ten territories of European Russia and Siberia, in which 
spirits (vodka) and alcohol were sold to the extent of 75,037,174 
vedros, or 4,725,496 vedros in excess of the sale in 1904. The gross 
receipts amounted in 1905 to 612,487,890 roubles, or 65,507,304. 
roubles more than in 1904, and the net receipts to 443,253,011 
roubles, or 56,599,863 roubles more than in 1904. 

The increase is due to: (1) increase of consumption everywhere 
observable, save m the governments of Poland, where in 1905 
a decrease of nearly 10 per cent. was shown in comparison with 
1904; (2) the increase, since Ist January, 1905, of the sale prices 
of State spirits, this increase yielding 26,600,000 roubles. Expen- 
diture in the preparation and sale of spirits increased in 1905 to 
the extent of 8,907,441 roubles as against 1904. 

The consumption per head of the population in 1905, compared 
with 1904, amounted for the whole Empire to ‘567 vedro,. or 
11 bottles of 1/20 vedro, an increase of ‘026 vedro.

SPAIN. 


In the report on the harbour of Pasajes, referred to on p. 29 of the 
“Board of Trade Journal” of Srd January, 

Turpentine Trade + -nished by the Commercial Attaché to H.M. 
of Sage. Embassy at Madrid, it is stated that towards 
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the west the harbour of Pasajes ends in a broad valley between high 
hills covered with pine woods, from which the newly-established 
branch factory of the Union Resinera and the Sociedad Anonima 
Espafiola de Maderas draws its supplies. In 1905 the Union 
Resinera Espafiola constructed spacious warehouses near the quay, 
which are connected with the railway, and which contain a large iron 
deposit for turpentine. It was considered the most advantageous 
point for the shipment of turpentine, and also for its exportation 
in tanks over the French frontier to Switzerland, Northern 
Italy, and South Germany. The liquids are now carried to Pasajes 
and transferred to the deposit from which the barrels, which are 
manufactured in the cooperage there, are filled as required. Tur- 
pentine for export by rail is drawn from the deposit into tanks and 
transferred into other tanks at the French frontier, the difference 
of gauge of the Spanish and French railways necessitating trans- 
shipment.

The inter- 
diction will be cancelled for the year 1907, 
but will be fully enforced in 1908. It is considered absolutely 
necessary to take some steps to protect the growth of esparto 
grass, particularly in view of impending railway developments. 
It is thought’that a plan may be eventually adopted for dividing 
the whole esparto region into districts, each of which would be

The average price per cord ranged from 3°83 dollars in the 
State of Minnesota to 6°25 dollars in New York, the average being 
5°01 dollars. 

The reports as to the estimated duration of the timber supply 
ranged from 13 years in the State of Wisconsin to 28 years in 
New Hampshire, the average being 21 years.

Transvaal and Orange River Colony.—A ‘Trade Enquiry Office 
has been opened at 73, Basinghall Street, E.C., by the Govern- 
ments of the Transvaal and Orange River Colony, on the lines of 
the agency established at the same address by the Government of 
Cape Colony, but under the general direction of the Commercial 
Intelligence Branch of the Board of Trade. 

The Superintendent in charge of the Office deals with, and 
supplies free, information in regard to the products and resources 
of the two Colonies, the opportunities they present to the settler, 
their railway facilities, the regulations of all kinds in force in 
them affecting trade, &c., &c. 
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IMPERIAL INSTITUTE, 


The Imperial Institute at South Kensington was transferred by 
Act of Parliament to the control of the Board of Trade on the 
Ist January, 1903. ‘The work formerly carried on by the Com- 
mercial Intelligence Office of the Institute is now conducted by 
the Commercial Intelligence Branch of the Board of Trade. 

The Imperial Institute is chiefly occupied with the systematic 
inning and illustration of the principal resources of India 
and the Colonies. It includes :— 4 

1. The Galleries, containing collections of economic products, 
&c., illustrative of the natural and commercial resources of British 
Possessions. ‘These are open free to the public daily (except on Sun- 
days) from 10 am. to 5 p.m., in Summer, and from 10 a.m. to 
4 p.m. in Winter. Special arrangements may be made for the 
visits of schools and other educational institutions. Informa- 
tion concerning India and the Colonies, their products, industries, 
prospects for emigration, &c., may be obtained on verbal applica- 
tion at the Central stand in the Galleries, or applications may be 
addressed in writing to the Director of the Imperial Institute, 
South Kensington, 8.W. Publications furnishing information 
relating to the commerce, agriculture, mining and other industries 
of India and the Colonies, as well as those relating to emigration, 
may also be obtained on application at the Central stand. From 
time to time samples and specimens of raw and manufactured 
products will be shown in the sample room attached to the offices 
of the Commercial Intelligence Branch of the Board of Trade at 
73, Basinghall Street, E.C. 

2. The Scientific and Technical Department with extensive 
laboratories specially equipped for the purpose of investigating 

roblems connected with tropical agriculture and development. 
In this Department new or little known natural products from 
India and the Colonies, and commercial products from new 
sources, received through the Government of the countries con- 
cerned, are examined with a view to their valuation and utilisation. 
The expert staff of the Department is also engaged in the collec- 
tion of information from all sources on these and similar subjects. 

3. The Library and Reading Rooms, containing a large collection 
of Indian and Colonial works of reference, which are regularly 
supplied with the principal official publications of India and the 
Colonies, and with many of the principal newspapers, periodicals 
and maps of the United Kingdom, India, and the Colonies. 

4, Conference and Meeting Rooms which are available under 
certain conditions for the purpose of meetings, lectures, &c., on 
subjects of importance to India and the Colonies. 

5. ‘The “ Bulletin of the Imperial Institute.” This publication, 
which is now issued quarterly, includes reports on investigations 
conducted at the Imperial Institute, and also special articles 
relating to recent developments in tropical agriculture and in 
the utilisation of raw materials. The ‘ Bulletin” may be
